Senator Reed, Author of 
Resolution, Declares 
Houston Ought to Be

Washington, March 1.—Secretary 
Houston is “directed” in a reso- 
lution adopted today by the 
senate judiciary committee, to 
produce complete treasury files of 
correspondence relating to foreign 
loans. Members of the committ®e 
said the resolution was practically 
a “quantity subpoena” in form. 

The resolution was introduced by 
Senator Reed, democrat, Missouri, 
author of the bill to prohibit fur- 
ther loans to foreign governments, 
and was adopted in executive ses- 
sion. Committeemen said it made 
it “mandatory” for the secretary 
to appear before the committee to- 
morrow with the ful? correspond- 
ence. 

Secretary Houston informed the 
committee yesterday that he had 
referred the correspondence to Sec- 
retary Colby, of the state depart- 
ment, for determination ag to what 
part of it could be submitted to 
the committee without affecting the 
public interest. 

Senator Reed reiterated today 
that Secretary Houston ought to be 
“cited for contempt,” and declared 
that unless the secretary produced 
the papers, as directed by the reso- 
lution, he would ask the senate to 
take action. 

Some members of the committee 
said the failure of the secretary 
to comply with the committee’s 
“directions” would make him liable 
to contempt proceedings before the 
bar of the senate, as the resolution 
had been ‘passed under authority 
given the committee to call cabinet 
members  for- whatever information 
they desired.

answered but that he thought a 
statement of the fact#? from him as 
to the fixing of the price of copper 
during the war might clarify the 
situation. . 
Fiat Denial. 

The president denied flatly that 
either Mr. Baruch or Mr. Ryan had 
anything to do with the price-fix- 
ing negetiations for which he said 
Judge ‘Robert S. Lovett, priorities 
commissioner for the government 
during the war, was responsible in 
the initial stages. . 

“As a matter of fact,” the presi- 
dent’s letter said, “Mr. Bernard M. 
Baruch and Mr. John D. Ryan, 
whose names have been linked with 
irresponsible vossip in connection 
with the fixing of the price of cop- 
per, had nothing whatever to do 
with the price-fixing negotiations, 
which finally resulted in the state-

would furnish all.the copper neces- 
sary for war purposes and adjust 
their business to whatever prices 
the government would consider 
“_e and just in the circumstances.” 
“Utterly Foolish.” 

“To state that either Mr. Baruch 
or Mr. Ryan had influenced the ac- 
tion of the federal trade commis~ 
sion in ascertaining’ the cost of pro- 
duction or attempting to dictate 
the recommendations either of the 
war industries board or any of the 
price-fixing committees, is utterly 
foolish and without foundation of 
any kind,” the president continued. 
“The price of copper was fixed 
without any attempt on the part 
of copper pfoducers or Mr. Baruch 
or Mr, Ryan to exert any pressure 
upon this government.” 

‘“T cannot allow this ocasion to 
pass, my dear Garrett, without again 
expressing my great confidence in 
the gentlemen, Mr. Bernard M. Ba- 
ruch and Mr. John D. Ryan, whose 
names. have. been . unfortunately 
connected with this matter. There 
was not a suggestion of scandal 
connected with either of these gen- 
tlemen in any of the war activities 
in which they played so notable a 
pert, and I wish, before the closing 
days of this administration, again 
to say how admirably they served 
the needs of the nation, and how 
unselfishly they dévoted their fine 
talents to the government in every 
crisis which faced us during -he 
critical days of the war.

Although jhe representatives of 
the Atlanta, — and At- 
lantic. employees accepted, under 
protest, the wage cut order by 
Judge Samuel H. Sibley, of the 
United States district court, effec- 
tive March 1, it was indicated last 
night that the employees are still 
in the attitude of insisting upon the 
further consideration by the United 
States railroad labor board of the 
justness and. reasonableness of the 
wage reductions. It was not stated, 


however, as to what course the em-’ 


ployees will take in order to pre- 
sent their claims, or what steps 
will be taken to make aetive pro- 
test against the decision of Colonel 
B. L.. Bugg, as agent for Judge 
Sifley, who ordered a reduction of 
the wages of the two thousand or 
more employees of the company. 

Fadllowing a brief conference held 
Tuesday between Colonel Bugs, the 
officials of the railroad-and W. M. 
Martin, joint chairman of a com- 
mittee of thirteen railroad brother- 
hoods affected by the announced re- 
duction, Colonel Bugg gave out for 
publication a short statement, in 
which he declared that after dis- 
cussing the changed situation since 
the appointment of a receiver, Mr. 
Martin, the representative of the 
brotherhoods, had filed a formal 
Statement tHat the workmen, while 
continuing their labors on the line 
under the reduced wage scale, did 
so under protest, 

Discusses Conference. 

Mr. Martin elaborated upon Colu- 
nel Bugeg’s statement, giving a full 
account of what transpired in the 


' conference. 


“The conference with Colonel 
Bugg,” he said, “was brief. I asked 
him to say which tribunal had the‘ 
#uperior jurisdiction over the wage. 
{ dtspute, the United States wage 
board, created under the recent 
transportation act, ‘or the United 
States district court.” This ques- 
tion was not answered by the re- 
ceiver, who declared that he was 
acting under instructions ofr the 
court, and that the matter of juris-

“I then asked ‘him if he would

The cabinet then left the room 
while the president received a del- 
egation of the Valley Forge His 
torical association which presented 
him with a medal for service in the 
cause of history. 

But while these scenes which 
taxed the emotions of those pres- 
ent were being enacted in the his- 
torical cabinet room, there were 
other incidents of a different char- 
acter going on outside. Ambassa- 
dor Francis, who never has been 
relieved of his assfgnment to Pet- 
rograd, came into the white house 
executive offics, 

“Where is Tumulty?” asked the 
ambassador. “I have tried three 
times to resign as U. 8. ambassa- 
dor to Russia. I want to get out 
before March 4. I want Tumulty.” 
He finally left without seeing the 
president’s secretary and promised 
to return Wednesday and definite- 
ly resign then. 

Postmaster General Burleson, 
carrying his umbrella, as -usual, 
strode out of the cabinet»room. 
“Where is Rudolph Forster?” he 
asked. Forster, whose long serv- 
ice as executive clerk at the white 
house has resulted in his passing 
on more resignations and appoint- 
ments than any other man, was 
produced. 

“Rudolph,” said Burleson, shak- 
ing a long finger, “I have left my 
resignation on your desk. Be sure 
to hand it to Mr. Harding. Be sure 
to do it the very first thing after 
the inauguration,” 

And Burelson walked out with 
a satisfied air. 

The Valley Forge delegation filed 
out of the executive offices, the 
newspapermen followed. The rear 
door of the executive offices swung 
wide again and the dark cloaked, 
stooped figure of the president was 
seen, supported by two attendants, 
moving slowly back to the white 
house, along the sheltered corridor 
he walked briskly for seven years 
and now was walking for the last 
time.

Owners of automobiles in the state 
of Georgia who drive their cars to- 
day, or anytime later without 
1921 license tags, will be I!&ble to 
prosecution under the provisions of 
the motor vwvhicle law, according 


‘to Secretary of State S. Guyt Me-

Delights Large Audience 


Several outstanding features come 
first to mind in a revjew of the 
second opera in concert form, “La 
Tosca,” by Puccini, presented Tues- 
day morning at the Howard theater 
by Enrico Leide, conductor the How- 
ard orchestra, and assisting artists 
under the auspices of the Wo:nan’s 
club. | 

The first is, that interest in these 
events is so keen that the audi- 
ence began to assemble a full hour 
before the performance in order to 
get to the best seats and not miss 
a word or a note. The second is, 
that the series is putting forward 
in conspicuous style some Atlanta 
singers whose excellent attainments 
had hitherto a much too limited 
following. The third, and possi- 
bly the most important is, that the 
character of the opera concert was 
genuinely valuable as well as de- 
lightful; the fourth, some people 
would probably put first, and that 
was the generosity of the conduc- 
tor in presenting an extra orchestra 
number, which was no less a treat 
than a’ beautiful performance of the 
overture to “Der Freischutz.” 

The program, as outlined and ex- 
ecuted under the direction of Mr. 
‘Leide, ‘was remarkably brief. in 
view of the very complete exposi- 
tion it afforded of the character of 
the Puccini music drama, and those 
who heard it, even if they do no 
farther reading, may go to the Met» 
ropolitan od gp company’s produc- 
tion in April feeling well equipped 
to wet the full pleasure that comes 
of appreciation.

Mr. Leide described the four leall- 
ing motives around which the score 
is built, and sketched in words the 
thanner in which they are used in 
relation to the action On the stage 
and to characterize the four lead- 
ing figures in the drama—Tosca, 
Scarpia, Cavaradossi and Angelotti— 
calling then on the orchestra to 
play these themes with their de- 
piction of love, fear, craftiness, etc. 

The full strength of the orches- 
tra with complement of organ was 
then used for beautiful presenta- 
tion of the principal scenes of the 
opera, except in the case of the 
lovely gavotte for trio of viola, 
flute and harp, played off stage, 
and the solo numbers.

A PROPHYLACTIC MEASURE. 

Now comes the merry month of 
wheeze, chill, snuffle, snort, cough, 
hawk and sneeze; when Doctor 
Bunk and Sairey Gamp bid you 
beware of, draught and damp, es- 
chew night air and morning dew, 
and wear a charm against the flu. 

But, listen, friend, lend me your 
ear. I tell you there is naught to 
fear, ‘tis only camouflage. 

If you would keep your health in- 
tact, a germless respiratory tract, 
don’t enter the barrage. 

From mouth and nose and eke 
the eyes a dub developing coryza 
gives off germs galore, which sail 
in droplets of saliva—moisture 
keeps the germs alive. a minute, 
seldom more. This germ spray Car- 
ries scarce five feet. 

When such a pest you chance to 
meet, on business bent or pleasure, 
maneuver thus to take your seat: 
From nose to nose at least five 
feet—a prophylactic measure! 

©o much for etiology, the vital 
thing, I’m sure. But folks prefer 
patkology. “The cause? Bah! What's 
the cure? If a person is showered 
with invisible spray and finds he 
has caught a bad... . what-did-you 
say? Then what should he do?” 

Well, I'll tell you a few of the 
things tried and true for the flu- 
gripeoryza ... (The name is quite 
new.) 

Through its alkaline, - soothing, 
expectorant action this - recipe 
serves with profound satisfaction: 

Of the citrate of goda, one 
ounce, with the juice of a lemon for 
flavor and to make the cought 
loose. To sweeten add glycerin— 
an ounce is enough, Then four 
drops of peppermint gives zest to 
the stuff. Set this part aside. Now 
steep, as for tea, a spoonful of flax- 
seeds, and be careful to see that 
water sufficient to make a half a 
quart is used. Strain and add to 
the previous part. Adults take a 
tablespoonful of this brew, whereas 
for a child a teaspoonful will do, 
given every two hours for two or 
three days from the very first sign 
of the warning malaise. 

No quinine. No whisky. No “cold 
cures’’—too risky.

Seen and Heard in-Washington 


The New Secretary of State Was Outspoken for the League 
of Nations, With Reservations, and Has Not Changed 
His Views—The Historic Washington Bible — Jingo 
Press Trying to Stir Up Trouble With Mexico Again.

Washington, March 1.—(Special.) 
In an address made by the new sec- 
retary of state, Mr. Hughes, dur- 
ing the time of the memorable de- 
bate in the senate on the league of 
nations, he was quoted as saying: 

“I think that the prudent 
course is to enter the proposed 

league with reservations of a 

reasonable character adequate 

to our security, which should 
meet ready assent, and thus es- 
tablish a condition of amity at 
the earliest possible moment.” 

There is nothing in evidence that 
Mr. Hughes has changed his views 
since that good hour— 

Hence the waste of time in spec- 
ulating on what the premier’s 
“views” may be as to the Versailles 
treaty, or anhy.combination of na- 
tions for a perpetual universal 
peace. 

The president-elect, Mr. Harding, 
expressed the same views; and as 
senator, voted the same views on 
several occasions. Only during his 
campaign for the presidency, and 
on one occasion, did he seemingly 
retract, and he subsequently ex- 
plained that his quoted words had 
been misinterpreted. 

In view of these facts, and in view 
of the further fact that only two 
men in America were considered 
by him for his secretary of state, 
Hughes and Root, the latter an 
outspoken friend of the league with 
reservations, is it far-fetched to as- 
sume that the new administration 
will favor some kind of a league of 
nations? 

Of course it will! And but for 
the political capital sought by the 
republicans during a national cam- 
paign, when it conceived the idea 
of building up its own fortunes by 
personally crucifying Woodrow 
Wilson, and antagonizing that par- 
ticular pact most susceptible of 
arousing the prejudicies of the peo- 
ple, following the vicissitudes of 
war, the treaty of peace would have 
long since been ratified, league of 
nations, and all!

TO SPEAK AT EMORY 


Editor Constitution: I desire, 
throuSh your columns, to correct an 
impression, resulting from the pub- 
lication of several news stories in 
various newspapers, that Emory 
university has invited Eugene V. 
Debs to deliver an address at the 
university or at the prison. 

Some days ago a group of stu- 
dents requested authority from the 
attormey general to visit Mr. Debs 
in prison. They were acting on 
their own initiative, and, according 
to the chairman of the group, mere- 
ly wanted to visit the prisoner and 
did not make mention of an address 
at the university. 

It appears, however, that the im- 
Pression has gone broadcast that 
the university has invited Mr. Debs 


to deliver an address, thus making 
it nécsssary to give public assur- 
ance that Emory is not a center of 
socialist propaganda, did not invite 
Mr. Debs to speak and never had 
any intention of doing so. 

The university has: no control 
over the politics of the indiivdual 
members of the student body. Pos- 
sibly a census of the student body 
of any university would reveal some 
socialists. So far as I know, how- 
ever, there is not a socialist in the 
entire student body of Emory, and 
I am quite positive that the request 
of the several students to see Mr. 
Debs was not the result of any 
socialistic tendencies. I have a 
letter from Mr. Mercer G. Evans, 
chairman of the group of students, 
saying that “nothing was said in 
the request concerning a lecture 
or an“address.”’

near the 7 per cent limit of the 
constitution. In point of fact, the 
7 per cent limit on bond issues by 
the city of Atlanta has been re- 
moved from the constitution of 
Georgia, and the legislature can au- 
thorize the city to go still higher 
\ by a vote of the people; but that is 
another story. For the purposes of 
the present article, we are assum- 
ing that the 7 per cent limit still 
applies to Atlanta municipal bonds. 
In other words, we prefer to lean 
to the side of extreme conservatism. 
We are trying to take the argu- 
ment of the opposition, as they ad- 
vance it, and demonstrate by facts 
that dt amounts to nothing. 

“Not only is Atlanta, as above 
demonstrated, not anywhere near 
her bonding capacity at the pres- 
ent time, but, on the contrary, she 
is carrying unused an enormous 
volume of wasted credit, while her 
schools go to rack, her waterworks 
system carries an overload which 
threatens to tear the machinery to 
pieces, her health is imperiled by 
three thousand surface closets and 
seventeen sewer outfalls in popu- 
lous neighborhoods, and her traffie 
is congested for the lack of ade- 
quate thoroughfares. 

Have Bonding Margin. 


“Not only will Atlanta not over- 
bond herself by issuing the bonds 
as now proposed, but, on the con- 
trary, she will havea bonding mar- 
gin still unused, to meet contin- 
gencies arising in the future, of 
$5,520,500, and this unused margin 
will constantly increase as taxable 
values increase.

FEDERAL LOAN BANKS 
WILL HELP. FARMERS 


Decision of Supreme Court 
Beneficial, Declares An- 
drew J. Fleming. 


Resumption of operation of fed- 
eral farm loan banks, following the 
decision of the United States su- 
preme court that the act creating 
them is constitutional, will do more 
than any other agency to improve 
agricultural and business conditions, 
in the opinion of Andrew J. Flem- 
ing, secretary of the Georgia Farm- 
ers’ union. It will give the farm- 
ers new heart, he said. 

Immediate formation of many 
farm loan assoications is predicted, 
to make use of the money which 
the farm loan banks are ready to 
lend at long terms and low Inter- 
est. The federal farm loan bank 
at Columbia, S. C., will be availa- 
ble to help farmers in this state. 
Mr. Fleming said many Georgia 
farmers were deep in debt and that 
they could not liquidate, because 
mortgages on their lands were held 
by private interests. 

“Now that they may obtain loans 
from federal farm loan banks at 
low interest, with the assurance 
that the loans will be authorized, 
they may liquidate other accounts 
pand it is obvious that better con- 
ditions will ensue,” said Mr. Flem- 


. 


Ten or more farmérs may form a 
farm loan association, and LY 
jointly borfdéw not less than $20.- 
000 on their lands, at interest which 
never has reach@d 6 per cent and 
for long terms, requiring’ small re- 
payments. The money so borrowed 
must be used only to buy or Iim- 
prove farm lands. The banks Se- 
cure the money to loan through gell- 
ing farm loan bonds, which are ex- 
empt from tax and have been eager- 
ly sought for investment. The sale 
of these mortgages creates a huge 
revolving fund, available for the 
farmers. There were 3,985 farm 
loan associations formed, more than 
100 in Georgia, when litigation 
stopped the operation of the fed- 
eral land banks. The supreme court 
decision indorsing them has made 
it possible for them to resume op- 
eration.

FLETCHER OPPOSES 
EXCESSIVE TARIFF 


Washington, March 1. — The 
placing of tariffs which will pre- 
vent American firms buying Euro- 
pean goods was opposed in an ad- 
dress today by Senator Fletcher of 
Florida, speaking at the opening 
session of the twelfth annual meet- 
ing of the Southern Commercial 
congress. Senator Willis, of Ohio, 
repeated to the delegates his re- 
marks of several weeks ago that he 
favored the purchase of the West 
Indies as an aid to American com- 
merce and to partly wipe out the 
money owed the United States by 
foreign nations. 

Discussing the tariff, Senator 
Fletcher declared that if the United 
States was to sell its surplus goods 
it must not. place barriers against 
the importation of merchandise, as 
there was an inadequate supply of 
gold abroad and foreigners could 
not buy American goods without 
first selling produce to thig coun- 
try. Tariffs, he said, would tend to 
destroy these foreign markets. 

Praises Shipping Board. 

The senator asserted that this 
country was now carrying 40 per 
cent of its overseas commerce in 
its own ships, praised the shipping 
board for its work during the war 
and said he was in favor of not 
abolishin the work of the board 
at this time. 

He said, however, that the ma- 
jority of the wooden hulls of the 
board should be sold to foreign 
nations, as there was no need for 
these ships in coastwise and Great 
Britain trade. 

Senator Fletcher scored private 
owners who claimed the govern- 
ment ownership of vessels would 
ruin their business, and cited ex- 
amples of foreign countries owning 
public utilities. In speaking about 
railroad rates, he said that those 
now prevailing had tended to re- 
duce shipping, and that such rates 
should be made as would encour- 
age the farmer and manufacturer 
to ship his goods. 

Must Stop Habit. 

Senator Willis said that it had 
become a habit for the people of 
the various states to depend upon 
the federal gevernment for aid 
which is local in nature. Such a 
course must stop, he said, as it will 
in time force the United States to 
collect billions of dollars in taxes 
to meet such expenditures. 

Thomas R. Preston, of Chatta- 
nooga, president of the congress, in 
his annual address, said the organ- 
ization was principally interested 
in the reclamation problem which 
would irrigate the lands of the west 
and drain the swamp lands of the 
south, coupled with the reforesting 
program. He said the congress was 
also interested in bringing about 
the most cordial relations possible 
with the Latin-American countries 
and-building up the export trade of 
the south.

Some thousands of fans saw the 
University’ of Georgia and tne 
Georgia School of Technology play 
basketball Monday night,-after a 
breach of athletic relations that 
dated from the spring of 1919. All 
of those fans and thousands of 
other southern people are wonder- 
ing just now why Tech teams can’t 
meet Georgia teams in every line of 
athletic endeavor. The game Mon- 
day night was a hard fotght affair, 
but there was no evidence of un- 
sportsmanly conduct on either side 
and the old rivals showed that they 
could compete against each other 
and leave all brawlimg behind. 

Tech and Georgia will meet event- 
ually, and the basketball struggle 
brought out what Dixie scribes have 
long been contending, “that the 
breach was the result of boyish en- 
thuisasm and impulses that would 
lose sting with the passage of time 
Georgia and Tech apparently har- 
bored no enmity Monday night. 
There was intense rivalry  there- 
of course, but the free-for-alis, and 
foul tactics were conspiciously ab- 
sent; Georgia won and accepted 
victory like sportmen; Tech lost, 
praised her team for its- gallant 
stand, and manfully bore defeat. 

Tech and Georgia have been par- 
ties to a “family squabble” that is 
nearing reconcilliation, and _ the 
supporters of both institutions in 
every section of the south are glad 
to see the dark clouds dirfting 
away. It having been {proved that 
the teams representing these 
schools can meet without murder 
resulting, immediate steps should be 
taken by the officials of Tech and 
Georgia and Tech in competition, 
diamond contests, once the classics 
of southern collegiate athlefics. 

Fans of the southland are being 
deprived of opportunity to witness 
Gtorgia and Tech in competition, 
and thousands of them are begin- 
ning to spatise that this privation 
is unwarranted and undeserved. 

A good start toward the healing 
of the wounds has been made and the 
public demand for the reconcilia- 
tion should not cease until the gap

SAD TOBE SERIOUS 


Dsclaring that the sugar finance 
commission appointed by the presi- 
dent of Cuba, and already reported 
as functioning in control of the en- 
tire Cuban raw sugar output, is not 
only being backed by American in- 
terests to boost the price of réefin2d 
Sugar to the public by creating a 
closed market to the refiners, but a 

blow aimed toward Putting certain 
other interests out of thra running,” 
Brooks Morgan, prasident of the 
Frank EB. Block company, Tuesday 
night expressed doubt whether or 
not Cuban control could be legally 
upheld in the United States courts. 
“It seems that the Cubans are 
getting us by the neck’ again,” 
said Mr. Morgan. “There is plenty 
of sugar in Cuba, but very little in 
the United States, especially in 
Georgia. The Savannah Sugar re- 
finery is not operating on account 
of the lack of raw sugar. And with 
the present situation, I wowld not be 
surprised to sae Atlanta ‘simar dry’ 
by Saturday of next week.”’ 

Would Close Plants. 
The Cuban sugar control will 
mean either the closing down of 
many Plants by the refiners, or a 
certain loss during part of the year,

“Statements made by the com- 
mittee are to the effect that 
their object is to distribute supplies 
at fair prices consistent with pro- 
duction cost, but there is naturally 
a feeling that their object is to sé- 
cure as much for their raws as pos- 
sible and damands upon the refiners 
for all grades of refined, have been 
heavy.

Why not look after these and other neces- 
sary ngs for the public good first, when 
there are the countless millions that the 
taxpayers have so liberally; a generously 
sent in and are sending in? ide for 
them first, and then take care of other mat- 
ters or branches less 
is left? a 

If any bond issue is unwise and unnec- 
essary, it will cripple the city in its credit 
and its finances, and the very people who 
will suffer most and suffer first are our 
teachers and the city’s employees, not only 
in the departments named, but all good 
men in every department will suffer most 
certainly. I remember the time when the 
city was issuing too many bonds, and the 
credit. of the city suffered so that even 
a 10 per cent bond could not be sold at 
rat, and the city could not even borrow 
money, much less get it im any other way 
to pay current expenses, and had to issue 
what was called “‘city checks” to policemen 
end other employees. These were hawked 
about on the streets at from 18 to 25 per 
eent discount or more, and even the nomi- 
nal amount of those «iecks had fo be cut 
down so that they were very much below 
what they are now for similar services, even 
though payable, not in good money, but in 
greenbacks, which greenback money was &* 
a rule hardly worth 50 cents on the dollar. 
But when we quit ,issuing bonds and took 
care of the city’s finances, the city’s credit 
rapidiy rose, so that we could pay city 
employees nearly or quite twice as much 
as before, and all in full and in good money. 
Let us keep it so, by not going too deep 
in debt, and by not issuing bonds if we can 
heip it. Let me say plainiy, in the light of 
experience, that not only taxpayers of every 
race and condition, but every employee of 
the city, 1s interested in taking care of rhe 
city’s credit and business, and it is greatly 
to their interest, and, as I think, a matter 
of diligence as well as duty, to be sure and 
vote against this tnnecessary and unwise 
bond issue: and this very specially includes 
‘the teachers, about whom so much hag been 
said, and who have been drawn so muc 
into the limelight in the discussion of thi 
present problem. 

Again, we have more than nine hundred 
miles of streets in the city. Who ever hears 
of any repairs on the streets, repairs that 
amount to anything, unless it be such as 
are assessed on the abutting property own- 
ers in addition to their taxes? I venture 
to say that there is a large p&rt, perhaps 
the larger part, of the important streets, 
that have been re-paved by assessment on 
the abutting owners twice or more within 
the easy memory of voters and officials 
now living, and who were actors in connec- 
tion with the same, Take, for instance, the 
street leading from the capitol all the way 
out beyond the city limits, known as Capi- 
tol avenne. It is really almost impassable, 
except at a slow gait. And the streets all 
fircund the capitol square are and have long 
been subject to very just criticism. 

Says County Should Do It. 

Now, I with great deference submit that 
if, sinckrely. and truly, right in the begin- 
ning of the year, and all the year, the 
maxims were adopted and acted upon, whilst 
the liberal millions and millions are being 
paid in by the people, gnd passing through 
the city treasury and is there under the con- 
trol of the city government, that they will 
tuke care ef the city first, instead of turn- 
ing it around the other way and taking care 
of the special and particularly favorite pur- 
poses first and let the city come second, 
and get along the best it can with what is 
left. In other words, it seems the maxim 
ought to be: “The city first,”’ instead of 
“the boys first, and the city second.”’ 

I cannot help commenting, in this connec- 
tion, that anybody who will go outside of 
the corporate limits, will find the most 
magnificent roads, graded and paved, all 


about over the country in various parte of 
the county, paved roads equal to any in 
North America, and in ue places for per- 
haps a mile ‘or more, nobody living on 
these magnificent roads when they were 
first constructed: an easy calculation would 
show that probably nine-tenths of the cost 
of building. them comes out of the taxes 
levied on the people who live inside of the 
corporate limits. I submit in all kindness 
that there is something unfair in this, and 
that if one-tenth part of the activity and 
agitation were. conducted for the remedy of 
this inequality and injustice that we see in 
favor of the bond issue such evils could 
be lessened, and greatly lessened, if not 
remedied altogether. 

The city government is a trustee for the 
people of “the city. I think it is just and 
fair to say that. And if proper carp and 
adjustment were male to divide these bur- 
dens and apportion them properly the rights 
of the taxpayers inside the city, as com- 
pared with those who live outside of the 
city, that something very material and very 
beneficial could be accomplished. To put it 
in one word: It is not right that so much 
expense should be incurred in the country 
for road repairs, and almost agsolutely noth- 
ing at all taken out f the tax money for

ing of the dispute upon ifs merits. 

“We then called his attention to 
the order issued by the courf, and 
stated that our remaining in the 
employ of the company at reduced 
wages would be under protest.” 

Would Not Indicate Steps. 

Mr. Martin, who enjoys the confi- 
dence of the railroad employees, 
refused. to indicate what steps 
would be made to make an active 
protest against the reduced rates 
of pay that he claims have arbitra- 
rily been put into effect. 

“The court,” he declared, “knew 
of the wage dispute when the road 
went into the nands of a receiver, 
and we feel that the reasonableness 


of the wage cut should have been 
taken into consideration by Judge 
Sibley before the reduction wag put 
into effect.” ‘ 

Touching upon the national as- 

pect of the wage dispute, Mr. Mar- 
tin said that roads in a similar 
predicament with the A. B. & A,, 
which could not make operation 
expenses, can be placed in the 
hands of a receiver, under the pre- 
cedent set by the A., B. & A. and 
the wages of the men reduced, not- 
withstanding. 
Concluding his remarks, Mr. Mar- 
tin said that he wished to impress 
upon the public that the brother- 
hood men are entirely sincere in 
their anxiety to avoid trouble over 
the present dispute, but indicated 
that the workmen are prepared to 
insist-upon: the proper functioning 
of the wage board with refereuce 
to the A., B. -& A. case. 

When asked if there was a like- 
lihood of a strike upon the system 
following the so-called arbitrary 
reduction that has been put into 
effect, Mr. Martin declined to an- 
swer, ws saying that he was do- 
ing all in his power to hold the men 
in line in order that a careful and 
orderly adjudication of the dispute 
may be arrived at. 

The meeting between Colonel 
Bugg and the union chief took place 
at 2:30 o’clock Tuesday afternoon 
in the offices of the railroad com- 
pany in the Transportation building, 
and after a discussion of the mat- 
ter the following statement was 
Riven out by Colonel Bugg for 
publication. 


Accept Under Protest. 


“Atlanta, Ga., March 1, 1971. 
“At the conference between rep- 
resentatives of the employees of 
the A., B. & A. railway and the 
receiver this afternoon, the sit- 
uation created by the appoint- 
ment of a receiver of the prop- 
erties of the railway company 
was discussed. 

“As a result of the confer- 
ence a formal statement was 
filed on behalf of the employees 
affected by the wage order, 
‘that by the employees continu- 
ing at work at the, reduced 
scale they are doing so only 
under protest.’ ” 

Thus another chapter-in the long 
and interesting fight that has @een 
waged between the employees and 
the officials of this railway com- 
pany came to a close, and no ad- 
ditional statement was made as to 
whether or not the men would make 
an active protest against the wage 
reduction by taking the matteg to 
the federal court for a ruling, or 
would continue their employment 
with the company simply with the 
understanding that the wage cut 
is protested by the unions. Up to 
a late hour Tuesday evening Mr. 
Martin had not been reached for a 
statement upon the union side of 
the matter further than the. forma] 
one given out through Colonel Bugg 
and none of the officials of the 
unions with authority to speak for 
the brotherhoods are located in At- 
lanta. It is understood that the 
unions have not forfeited their 
rights of going before the court. 
and formally protesting the -wage 
order. Judge Sibley, in the reduc- 
tion order, provided that the em- 
ployees should have this privilege. 


Decision a Surprise. 


The sudden termination of what 
was thought by many to mean a 
struggle between the railroad and 
the unions, came as a)surprise to 
many who have been watching the 
wage dispute on the A., B. & A..for 
some time with deep interest. Since 
the first announcement of Colonel 
B. L. Bugg, as president of the 
company. that a wage reduction 
would have to come in order to al- 
low the continued operation of 
the road, the union employees of 
the company have protested vigor- 
ously. . 

After repeated conferences with 
Colonel Bugg as official head of 
the road the employees went before 
the United States railroad labor 
board in Chicago, where they en- 
tered Into a spirited protest against 
any reduction of theif wages at 
this time. The federal wage Doard 
had just remanded. the wage dis- 
pute for further conference between 
the railroad officials and the em- 
Ployees when it was announced that 
the matter had been taken to the 
United States district court In At- 
lanta, where Judge Samuel H. Sib- 
ley, Presiding judge, put the road 
in Colonel Bugeg’s hands as re- 
ceiver. 

This move was made upon a Pe- 
tition of the Birmingham Savings 
and Trust company, upon the claims 
that the A. B. A. is insolvent, 
and that a receiver was necessary 
in order to preserve the road from 
ruin. 

Point Not Answered. 

Shortly after appointing Colone} 
Bugg as receiver for the road, the 
questions arose as to whether the 
court @euld assume jurisdiction of 
the wage question to the exclusion 
of the federal wage board, but this 
question has not yet been answered, 
Judge Sibley, of the United States 
district court: for the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia, declining to answer

WALLACE ANSWERS 
MASTER BUILDERS’ 


Sharp reply was made Tuesday 
by L. L. Wallace, park commission- 
erfrom the tenth ward, to a card 
published last week by the Master 
Builders’ association, criticising the 
park board’s recent action in re- 
storing the union wage scale at the 
new cyclorama under construction 
at Grant park, and establishing an 
eight-hour day instead of nine. 

His reply follows: 

To the Master Builders’ Association: 

In answer to your letter addressed to the 
perk board commission criticising their ac- 
tion relative to the labor conditions at the 
cyclorama in Grant park, allow me as a 
member of that board and as one who voted 
for the higher wege rate and eight hours 
per day, to address you a few lines ip an- 
swer to the same. 

Kindly inform me what you mean by 
‘‘another public trust gone wrong.’’ Please 
be explicit in your definition and inform 
ts who the other or others are that have 
gone ‘‘wrong,’’ and in what particular have 
they laid themselves liable to impeachment 
because of their failure to uphold their oath 
of office. 

You mention ‘‘union wage ecale.’’ Please 
inform me just what you mean there, as 
this is the first time to my knowledge that 
‘‘union’’ had any part or place in the dis- 
cussions of the park board or any other pub- 
lic. board, whose members are pledged and 
sworn to protect the city from any infrifge- 


ment in their affairs by any association, 
whether it be union of workmen or union 
ox master builders.
